CURRENT ITEMS 


FRENCH INDO-CHINA: Climate, topography, natural resources, cul- 
DEMOGRAPHIC IMBALANCE tural diversity, and the political and eco- 
AND COLONIAL POLICY nomic penetration of the West have all con- 
tributed in producing -fundamentally similar 
economic problems within the countries of Southeastern Asia. The na- 
tive peoples of the plains and deltas have long secured their subsis- 
tence from the primitive rice culture so widespread throughout Monsoon 
Asia, andmany semi-nomadic groups in the mountains have cleared their 
plots by fire, planted seeds with sticks, gathered their meager crops 
for one or two seasons, and moved on. The numerous mountain ranges 
made cultural fragmentation almost inevitable. The diffusing cultures 
of India and China affected the coastal areas and the river valleys 
throughout the region. Later the economic and political influence of 
the great powers of Western Europe brought new economic and political 
patterns that spread and penetrated at an accelerating rate. The prof- 
its to be derived from tropical crops and raw materials resulted in 
the development of intermeshed but essentially dual economies through- 
out the region. The peasant's direct dependence for subsistence on the 
annual yield of the paddy rice fields of the deltas was replaced in 
varying degrees by dependence on employment and income, which fluc- 
tuated with the changing prices of the world markets. 


Western political and economic control disturbed the former demo- 
graphic balance in all regions of Southeastern Asia. Internal order, 
the increase of the food supply, the development of employment oppor- 
tunities alternative to agriculture, and the introduction of minimm 
sanitation and public health practices had the dual effect of increas- 
ing the possibilities for the support of population and of decreasing 
the highdeath rates which had previously limited growth. The physical 
location of the opportunities for agricultural and industrial employ- 
ment shifted, so thatasubstantial internal and international redis-— 
tribution of population was necessary if amore efficient relationship 
between population and resources were to be achieved. The extent of 
the demographic imbalance thus created and the rapidity with which a 
new balance was approached depended on the interrelationship of the 
changes in economy, population growth, and migration. In no country 
of Southeastern Asia was a new and reasonably stable balance between 
people and resources achieved prior to the outbreak of the Pacific 
war. In French Indo-China, the largest and most populous of all the 
mainland countries of Southeastern Asia, the demographic imbalance 
produced by partial integration into the economic and political sys- 
tem of the West was becoming increasingly acute. 


French Indo-China is neither a natural, nor a cultural, nor an 
economic subregion of Southeastern Asia. It can be defined only as 
an area of about 740 thousand square kilometers of contiguous terri- 
tory administered by the French. It consists of the Colony of Cochin 
China and the Protectorates of Annam, Tonkin, Cambodia, and Laos, 
each of which is referred to by the French as a "country." Diversi- 
ties inpolitical systems, economies, and cultures prior to the French 
period were a natural corollary of the topography and the historical 
relationships conditioned by it. The mountains of northern Tonkin 





form a great unproductive and sparsely inhabited barrier along the 
frontier with the Chinese provinces of Kwangsi and Yunnan, and _ the 
mountains of southwestern Cambodia, though limited in extent, isolate 
the ‘people of the Cambodian plains from easy access to the sea. It 
is the Annamite Cordillera, however, that has conditioned the broad 
pattern of Indo-Chinese historical development. This series of moun- 
tain ranges and plateaus reaches from the northwest to the southeast 
of the country, forming an almost impenetrable barrier todirect con- 
tact between the east and west coasts. 


The separate historical development of the plain and delta areas 
east and west of the Annamite Cordillera introduced basic schisms with- 
in the territory that isnow French Indo-China. The eastern countries 
of Tonkin and Annam were ruled by China from the third century B.C. to 
the tenth century A.D. Annamite emperors ruled Tonkin and north Annam 
throughout most of the next eight centuries, ultimately conquering or 
absorbing competing political systems and extending their settlement 
area to include all of Annam and Cochin China. The historical develop- 
ment of the area west of the Cordillera appears to have been linked 
primarily with that of India. The great Khmer Empire had Brahmanism 
as its official religion and Buddhism as the religion of its people. 
This Empire declined inthe thirteenth andlater centuries under pres- 
sure from the expanding Thai and Annamites. Whether the Annamite Em- 
pire might have averted or postponed its acute problem of population 
pressure by dense settlement inthe great Mekong delta so inefficiently 
utilized by the Cambodians and the Thai must remain in the field of 
speculation, since France entered the race for colonies inEastern Asia 
with the conquest of the city of Saigon in1859, .Cochin China and Cam- 
bodia inthe 'sixties, Annam and Tonkin in the 'seventies and 'eight- 
ies, and Laos in the 'nineties. 


The demographic evolution of the regions west and east of the 
Annamite Cordillera during the pre-French period fixed the general 
pattern of settlement that has continued to the present. Both re- 
gions were peopled primarily by immigrants from the great land mass of 
the Asiatic continent, but differences in efficiency of the agricul- 
tural techniques, the family and commmity patterns, and the strength 
of the political units combined with differences inclimate, soil, and 
the hazards of disease to produce acycle of growth and decline in the 
west but fairly continuous growthinthe east. The Khmer Empire at its 
height is supposed to have hadapopulation of over four million, but 
by the beginning of the twentieth century the long periods of foreign 
and internal strife, accompanied by periodic epidemics and famines, 
had reduced the number of Cambodians toan estimated 1.2 million. The 
history of the Annamites, on the contrary, is one of continuing expan- 
Sion. Migrating into the area that is now Tonkin, they mingled with 
the native Indonesian people of the deltas. As population pressure 
was built up in the occupied areas through natural increase and fur- 
ther immigration from China, the Annamites infiltrated into southern 
Annam and ultimately into Cochin China, using an organized system of 
military and agricultural colonization to extend their domains. The 
greatest concentrations remained in the Red River delta of Tonkin, 
but subsidiary concentrations developed in the small deltas of Annam 
and eventually inthe western part of the lower Mekong delta of Cochin 
China. Typhoons , drought, and epidemics decimated local groups again 
and again, but over the centuries growth and expansion occurred. A 
careful student, writing in the early nineteenth century, noted the 





inaccuracies in the population statistics compiled by the Emperor's 
agents on the basis of the reports of the village mandarins, but con- 
cluded that the total subjects of the "Emperor of Tonkin" numbered 23 
million, of whom 18 million were inTonkin alone, and only 1.5 million 
in CochinChina. Although these total mumbers are probably exaggerated, 
they agree withother even earlier reports of the pre-French period in 
indicating the great density of population in the Tonkin and Annam 
deltas, the secondary concentration in Cochin China, and the relative 
emptiness of the remainder of the country. 


French economic penetration in the countries of Indo-China was 
much less extensive and efficient than that of the Dutch in the Nether- 
lands East Indies, the United States in the Philippines, or the British 
in Malaya, but it brought many changes that tended toalter the demo- 
graphic-economic balance of the various areas. The achievement of po- 
litical stability and the elimination of war and civil strife in then- 
selves contributed materially toward population increase. Since Cam- 
bodians were protected by French law against the military-economic ex- 
pansion of the Annamites, the lessening of differentials in population 
pressure was retarded. The building of dikes, irrigation canals, and 
other facilities in the Red River delta served both to increase the 
areas available for rice cultivation and tolessen the hazards of crop 
failures. Drainage, irrigation, and related projects made the Mekong 
delta one of the great rice producing and rice exporting areas of the 
world. Railroads were built, special efforts being made to link Ton- 
kin and Annam with Cochin China by acoastal railroad paralleling the 
old mandarin road, ana to connect the Tonkin delta with the Chinese 
province of Yunnan. Medical research was developed and malaria con- 
trol, smallpox vaccinations, and other preventive measures were ex- 
tended, although they remained grossly inadequate in comparison with 
the need. 


The general effect of French policies was to increase the popu- 
lation-carrying capacity of the delta areas under the existing agri- 
cultural system. At the same time, by diminishing deaths from plague 
and famines, it probably increased the rate at which the population 
approached a new saturation point. Historical and geographical stud- 
ies alike document the fact of rapid population increase in local 
areas and regions, but the gross deficiencies in census statistics 
make hazardous any attempt at quantitative description of either dis-— 
tribution or dynamics. 


There isalong history of "census" taking in French Indo-China, 
beginning with that in Cochin China in 1876, but the resources nec- 
essary for a statistical program were never available. Actually the 
majority of the so-called censuses differ little from the yearly es- 
timates of the population that have been reported to the Minister of 
Colonies since 1909. The nearest approximation to a census of French 
Indo-China was that of 1921, when an attempt at actual enumeration was 
made insome areas. However, Cochin China and Cambodia used their own 
household schedules, which differed indefinition, scope, and coverage 
from those ordered by the Governor General of French Indo-China. In 
Annam the village mandarins merely estimated the population of their 
villages. A comparison of salt consumption in Cochin China and Annam 
indicated a population at least twenty per cent above the "census" 
total, sothe central authorities arbitrarily increased eachlocal es- 
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timate by twenty per cent. The "censuses" of Tonkin and Laos were 
also primarily estimates rather than enumerative counts. 


The "censuses" of 1926, 1931, and 1936 are admitted by the French 
authorities to be little more than compilations of local estimates. 
Both theoretical and practical considerations suggest slight accuracy 
or consistency in such local estimates, especially in the Protectorates 
of Tonkin and Annam. The only records available are the tax lists, 
which are supposed to include all adult males. Actually these lists 
are defective, since inthe old Annamite system taxes were apportioned 
to the local communities on the basis of the number of males registered. 
The traditional practice, therefore, was tomaintain lists as small as 
was compatible with the appearance of accuracy. The officials respon- 
sible for the census estimates often inflated the numbers on the tax 
lists through the use of an arbitrary multiplier, generally six, some- 
times even eight. This common practice of multiplying a number that 
is too small by a factor that is too large yields an uninformative 
product. 


A cogparison of the population of the five countries of French 
Indo-China at the successive censuses shows a general and fairly con- 
sistent population increase which appears plausible in the light of 
what is known concerning the economic and social conditions of the va- 
rious areas. However, analysis of the data from successive censuses 
for minor civildivisions indicates that the broader patterns of change 
may be spurious. Many provincial authorities fixed the population that 
Should exist atagiven census date by assuming a "satisfactory" rate 
of increase since the preceding census, and thenallocated this assumed 
increase among the villages. Irregularities were introduced occasion-— 


ally when a provincial governor attempted tocorrect previous results 
which he believed to be erroneous. 


It is difficult to gauge the margin of error that may be involved 
in the various census estimates. Smolski believes that it may pass 


.50 per cent in certain provinces of Annam, reach 20 to 25 per cent in 


Tonkin, 15 per cent in Cambodia, and 10 per cent in Cochin China. It 
is apparent that the problem of the rate of increase of the population 
of French Indo-China cannot even be approached through the use of data 
subject toerrors of these magnitudes. "Census" statistics can be used 
to describe the distribution of the population only if the possible 
discrepancies between facts and statistics for particular areas are 
kept constantly in mind. Fortunately, French Indo-China and many of 
its regions have been studied often and carefully by the human geograph- 
ers, demographers, and economists of France. Their studies partially 
compensate for the paucity of adequate statistical data; in fact, they 
often constitute the criteria by which the official statistics must be 
accepted or repudiated. In addition, many of the demographers, vital 
statisticians, and doctors of France who were in the Indo-Chinese co- 
lonial service have written careful reports of their experiences and 
precise descriptions of the limitations of the available statistics. 


The census estimate of the population of French Indo-China as of 
1936 indicated a total population of 23.0 million, of which 72 per cent 
were Annamites, 13 per cent Cambodians, 6 per cent Thai, 1.4 per cent 
Chinese and other Asiatics, and 0.2 per cent Europeans and "Assimi- 
lated." The remaining 7.3 per cent of the total population included 





the Muong, Man, Meo, Indonesians, Minh-mong, Malays, and Cham. The 
regional distribution of the various native peoples corresponded to 
the pattern of settlement established before Western penetration. An- 
namites constituted 88 per cent of the population of Tonkin and 86 
per cent of the people in both Annam and Cochin China. In absolute 
numbers, there were 7.6 million Annamites in Tonkin, 4.8 million in 
Annam, and 4.0 million in Cochin China. The primary cluster of Cam- 
bodians, constituting 85 per cent of their total number, remained in 
Cambodia, whereas 66 per cent of the Thai lived in Laos. The various 
primitive peoples were located chiefly in the mountain areas of the 
various countries. 


The people of all regions of French Indo-China are predominantly 
rural, althoughanalmost universal underenumeration of the transient 
population of the cities and the nature of Annamite village settle- 
ments make it difficult to measure the extent of the urban develop- 
ment with any precision. The 1936 estimates, utilized here, indicate 
that the economic collapse.of the 'thirties was accompanied by con- 
Siderable loss incity populations. Whatever the errors in estimates, 
it is quite apparent that the urban development is small. There are 
only five large cities: Saigon (145 thousand) and Cholon (111 thou- 
sand) inCochin China; Phnom-Penh (103 thousand) in Cambodia; and Hanoi 
(149 thousand) and Haiphong (70 thousand) in Tonkin. In 1936, less 
than four per cent of the total population lived incities of 25 thou- 
Sand or over. Gourou estimates that not more than ten per cent of 
the total population can be classified as urban in any meaningful 
sense of the word. 


The rural-urban and ethnic eomposition of the population cor- 
responded in general to a broad occupational grouping of the popula- 
tion. The Thai, the minor and generally primitive peoples, and many 
Cambodians secured their living by the simple and often semi-nomadic 
agriculture of the non-delta areas. Annamites retained their almost 
complete dependence on the rice culture of the deltas. The Chinese 
were inasense the "middle class"; they were the wholesale merchants, 
the middlemen, and the money-lenders and traders of the great commer- 
cial rice area of the Mekong delta of Cochin China and Cambodia. 


The European group, even when defined to include all persons of 
French origin or citizenship, all legitimate or recognized children 
of mixed parentage, and Japanese and Filipinos, included only 42 
thousand persons according to the 1936 census. They were an unstable 
and transient group. Forty per cent had been in French Indo-China 
for five years orless, and only 26 per cent had lived there for fif- 
teen years or more. Over 70 per cent were between the ages of 15. and 
65; the sex ratio was 238 in the age group 20 to 40, and 180 in the 
age group 40 to 60. Fifty-three per cent of the gainfully occupied 
Europeans aged 15 and above were members of the armed forces, and 19 
per cent were government officials. Only 3,357 were engaged in min- 
ing, industry, trade, transportation, banking, and insurance; only 
705 in agriculture. Eighteen hundred were inthe liberal professions. 


The history of the economic development of French Indo-China 
in the last seventy-five years is largely the history of the activi- 
ties of the Europeans who constituted the small apex of a broad occu- 
pational pyramid, and of the Chinese middlemen who organized and con- 





trolled the rice trade and made the subsistence grants to the peasants. 
The demographic history, on the other hand, is the history of the in- 
creasing imbalance in the relationship of the native peoples to the 
land—-an imbalance produced by an inadequately financed and controlled 
economic development directed toward the maximum export of the tropi- 
cal crops and raw materials, with the minimum industrial development 
other than the processing of raw materials. 


French Indo-China's average density of 31 inhabitants per square 
kilometer in1936 might suggest arelatively empty land in the teeming 
regions of Southern and Eastern Asia that could serve as a partial 
demographic safety valve for an expanding India or China. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. Average density figures in Monsoon 
Asia are meaningless unless interpreted on the basis’ of the relative 
prevalence of mountain and delta land. In French Indo-China, as in 
the Netherlands East Indies, the most striking demographic character- 
istic is the contiguity of areas of extraordinary density and areas 
of relative emptiness. (See map on front cover.) The major area of 
population concentration is the delta of the Red River in Tonkin; 
here twelve provinces support more than 200 persons per square kilo- 
meter; four support over 500. A series of provinces with intermediate 
density lies along the coast of Annam, where the deltas of the small 
rivers permit local concentrations of rice farmers. The second major 
concentration of populationis the delta of the Mekong River inCochin 
China. There is another secondary concentration along the rivers of 
Cambodia between the Great Lake and the Cochin China frontier. The 
mountain provinces are practically empty. No province in Laos has 
over 8 inhabitants per square kilometer, and twenty-four predominantly 


mountain provinces in the other four countries have densities of less 
than 25. 


It would appear that the density of population in French Indo- 
China is a function of delta land and rice culture. If so, the rela- 
tionship between population, rice area, and rice production should 
furnish a crude measure of the differential pressure or absence of 
pressure of people on the land in the various regions. The rice sta- 
tistics for such a comparison are available as the result of a study 
of French Indo-China's agriculture, published by the Inspection Gén- 
érale de l'Agriculture, de 1'Elevage et des Foréts in 1932. The rice 
acreage data were secured inthe main from the cadastral lists of the 
villages, subject insome areas to verification and correction in the 
field, whereas the production figures were the adjusted estimates of 
the local mandarins. These data are subject toawide margin of error, 
but their use for analytical purposes is validated in part by the fact 
that the results of the analysis agree with the descriptive informa- 
tion and conclusions of the human geographers and economists who have 
Studied the various regions. The population figures used inthis com- 
parative analysis were those accepted by the Inspection Générale de 
lL' Agriculture. They conform closely to the results of the 1931 "cen- 
suses," although some adjustments were made on the basis of field 
Studies and other data. 


The primary dependence of population density on rice culture is 
apparent, even when the unit of analysis is an area as large asa 
province, and when total, not merely rural, population is utilized. 
There are 38 provinces outside the rice area in the sense that less 





than five per cent of their total land area is devoted to that crop. 
These provinces occupy 72.0 per cent of the total land area of French 
Indo-China, but contain only 17.5 per cent of the total population. 
The density of settlement for these provinces considered asaunit is 
only 6.9 per square kilometer. In only two of them was the density 
above 25. Although density of settlement may not be proportionate to 
rice acreage orrice production, medium or high density of settlement 
does not occur outside the areas of rice culture, which means essen- 
tially that it does not occur outside the deltas. 


The pressure of population on the land within the deltas is pri- 
marily a function of the length of time that the land has been used 
for rice culture. There are two clearly defined regions: one, the 
delta of the Red River in Tonkin, together with the numerous small 
deltas along the coast of Annam, which has long beenacenter of rice 
production; the other, the great delta of the Mekong River in Cochin 
China, where the expansion of rice culture by intensive techniques is 
a more recent development. In the former region, total population per 
square kilometer of cultivated rice land is 678 in Annam; in the lat- 
ter itis 347 in Cambodia and 198 in Cochin China. The actual differ- 
ences in density of population-per unit of harvested rice land are 
somewhat less than those indicated by these over-all rice density fig- 
ures, since double-cropping is more prevalent in Tonkin and Annam. 


The similarities and differences of these two regions stand out 
clearly if we limit the comparison to the eighteen provinces of French 
{Indo-China in which more than half of the entire land area isused for 
rice. Of these, ten are located in Cochin China and eight in Tonkin. 
These provinces are the centers of population concentration in both 


countries. Thus, inCochin China, the tenrice provinces occupy 28 per 
cent of the total area but contain 54 per cent of the total population 
and produce 64 per cent of the rice. Similarly, the eight provinces 
of Tonkin occupy less than 9 per cent of the total area, but contain 
62 per cent of the total population and produce 66 per cent of the rice. 
However, the differences in population density per unit of rice land 
are striking. In the tenrice provinces of Cochin China, where the in- 
tensive development of rice culture is on the whole newer, there are 
only about 190 persons per square kilometer of rice land. In the eight 
rice provinces of Tonkin, on the other hand, the figure is 694. The 
ricé provinces of Tonkin, in contrast to those of Cochin China, support 
twice the population on a little over half the rice acreage. 


There are few, if any, large areas inthe world inwhich the pres- 
sure of population on the land is greater than in the delta of the Red 
River, in which are located all the rice provinces of Tonkin. Almost 
Seven million people live in the sixteen provinces which lie wholly 
or in part in this delta. They secure their major subsistence from 
only twelve thousand square kilometers of rice land. Density of set- 
tlement per square kilometer of rice land is 586 for the delta as a 
whole, 734 for the middle delta, and 743 for the lower delta. 


Perhaps the most revealing evidence of the meaning of population 
pressure in these areas is to be obtained from data onrice consumption 
and export. In the period 1918-1930, the population of Tonkin consumed 
almost 80 per cent of its total rice production as human food. Rice 
exports were decreasing throughout the period. Indeed, rice is report- 





ed to be aluxury food in Tonkin; the small farmers consume rice only 
two or three months after the crop is harvested and then turn to pota- 
toes, corn, taros, andfish. In Annam there were norice surpluses for 
export. In Cochin China, on the other hand, 45 per cent of the total 
rice production was exported and only 37 per cent was consumed locally 
by the people as food. However, even. though inTonkin and Annam a much 
greater proportion of the rice crop was retained for the local food sup- 
ply, the per capita food consumption was below that of the Mekong delta. 
According to the estimates of the Inspection Générale de 1'Agriculture, 
the average number of kilograms of paddy available for human consump- 
tion in a normal year was 95 in Tonkin and 193 in Annam, but 250 in 
Cochin China and 218 in Cambodia. Thus, the older rice area is char- 
acterized by high population density, little rice for export, and low 
per capita consumption, whereas the newer area of intensive cultiva- 
tion has fewer people per square kilometer of rice land, exports rice, 
and has a higher per capita consumption of the main crop. 


The present distribution of population in Indo-China indicates 
_ that the people of the hill and mountain regions must have remained 
relatively stable in numbers, whereas those of the delta areas have 
increased. A detailed analysis of the levels and trends infertility, 
mortality, and natural increase of these different areas would be par- 
ticularly valuable as a basis for assessing the demographic problems 
and possibilities of the future. It would appear that population pres- 
sure of the type and the degree existing in the crowded deltas of 
Tonkin and Annam must lead to slowing rates of natural increase and to 
ultimate stability or decline, not through the decline of fertility 
but through the increase of mortality. There must be a time limit to 
the process through which preventive medicine, improved sanitation, 


and increasing intensity of cultivation postpone a demographic solu- 
tion to the economic problems of the crowded regions of Monsoon Asia. 
Data adequate for an analysis of these and other crucial aspects of 
the demographic trends of the Indo-Chinese people are lacking. There 
are no age distributions, and, although vital statistics systems are 
expanding, they can provide only clues as tothe level of either fer- 
tility or mortality. 


Vital statistics registration is most developed in the economi- 
cally and socially advanced areas, i. e., inCochin China andthe larg- 
er cities of Saigon, Cholon, and Hanoi. The crude birth rate of the 
settled Asiatic population of Cochin China, adjusted to yield a reason- 
able ratio between male andfemale births, ranged between 39 and 41 per 
1,000 total population in the years from 1928 to 1937. General con- 
siderations andmany special studies corroborate the evidence of these 
registration statistics that the fertility of the Annamite population 
of French Indo-China is very high. The familial basis of Annamite 
culture remains fundamentally Chinese in pattern. Marriage occurs at 
an early age, andis practically universal. Contract or migratory la- 
bor is not extensive enough to affect fertility appreciably. The rec- 
ords of the Catholic missions, coveringalarge but obviously selected 
population, indicate anaverage birth rate of 42 or 43, with the rates 
of the individual mission populations ranging from 33 to 49. Special 
Studies of the fertility of women who had completed the childbearing 
period indicated 520 live births per100 women questioned in south An- 
nal, Annam. Only two or three per cent of the women 
questioned reported that they had never borne children. 





The sporadic and generally questionable information available on 
deaths by age and cause indicates appallingly highmortality, although 
it is not possible to fix the absolute level with any degree of preci- 
Sion. Registered births and registered infant mortality among the An- 
namite people of Hanoi give an infant mortality of 438 in 1925-1929, 
306 in 1930-1934, and 243 in 1935-1937. The apparent decrease is an 
artifact resulting fromthe more rapid improvement inthe registration 
of births than of infant deaths, but itis difficult to determine which 
rate represents aclose approximation to the actual situation. A spe- 
cial study of the reproductive history of 1,444 women patients at an 
obstetrical hospital in Hanoi indicated an infant death rate of 368. 
In 1936, the infant mortality of the Asiatic population of the Saigon- 
Cholon region in Cochin China was 250 for natives, 220 for Chinese. 
There are somany deficiencies and biases in the registration of both 
births and infant deaths that itis impossible todetermine either the 
reality of the differences in rates between the cities of the Mekong 
and Tonkin deltas or the probable relationship of these urban rates. to 
those of the peasant populations. In any event, itis significant that 
the "low" infant mortality for any region of French Indo-China, using 
official statistics, is above 200 per 1,000 live births. 


The age distribution of deaths confirms the existence of high 
mortality. In Hanoi in 1932, 48 per cent of all deaths were of in- 
fants under 1, 58 per cent were of children under 5, and 62 per cent 
were of youths under 15. The corresponding percentages for the native 
population in Saigon-Cholon in 1936 were 44, 56, and 60. The statis- 
tics oncauses of death offer few clues; their quality is indicated by 
the fact that about one-third of all deaths of adults in Hanoi are 
caused by "senility." 


Thus the fragmentary statistics and the reports of observers in- 
dicate that birth rates in French Indo-China are decidedly above 40, 
and that death rates are extremely high, but that in the good years 
there is a considerable margin between the two which permits growth. 
The trends in the death rate--and hence innatural increase—-are dif- 
ficult to determine. French economic control has extended the areas 
available for rice culture and hence may have prevented an otherwise 
inevitable increase in the death rate, but there is little evidence 
that non-epidemic and non-famine death rates have decreased. It is 
certain that French medical science and public health practices have 
reduced epidemic deaths, and the malaria control programs probably 
have lessened both morbidity and mortality from malaria. As a result 
of French irrigation and transportation developments, there is less 
likelihood of famine and at the same time it is more possible to re- 
lieve food shortages produced by local crop failures. Gourou believes 
that the rate of natural increase of the Tonkin delta is certainly 
above 1 per cent per year, and there is fairly conclusive evidence 
that the populations of Cochin China and Cambodia have been increas- 
ing at from 1.0 to 1.5 per cent per year. 


The redistribution of population through the denser settlement of 
the hill andmountain areas and heavy transfers from the labor-surplus 
Tonkin and Annamite deltas to the labor-deficit Mekong delta would 
Seem to have been anobvious technique for alleviating the acute demo- 
graphic imbalance that constituted the core of the prewar economic 
problem of French Indo-China. This policy, a combination of agrarian 





development and population redistribution, was compatible with the 
colonial policies of prewar France. It was the goal expressed again 
and againinthe legal regulations and the official and semi-official 
pronouncements on French policy, but the degree of success that was 
achieved was negligible. The reasons were inherent in part in the 
geographic and climatic barriers to the diffusion of settlement and 
the limited capital made available for conquering those barriers, in 
part to the stability and resistance to change that characterize the 
highly integrated and village-centered community life of the Annamite 


people. 


Differences in the intensity of land use between delta lands, 
plains, hills, and mountains exist under any system of land utiliza- 
tion at any technical level, but there is general agreement that the 
differences inFrench Indo-China are greater than might be expected on 
the basis of the irherent potentialities of the various types of areas 
for the support of population. Europeans have developed coffee planta- 
tions inTonkin, coffee and tea plantations in south Annam and the Moi 
plateaus, rubber in Cochin China, and mining, especially of coal, in 
Tonkin. All of these employ labor, but a special survey as of 1928 
showed that there were only 221 thousand wage earners in all French 
Indo-China. Of these, agricultural enterprises, which included rice 
in addition to the newer crops, employed only 81 thousand, and mining 
enterprises, only 53 thousand. 


Some Annamites have moved into the foothills adjacent to the 
deltas, but migration beyond this range has been infrequent and tempor- 
ary when it did occur. Malaria is a major obstacle tocolonization in 
virgin areas; if decimation of the early settlers is to be avoided, 


there must be acareful study of the local malaria situation, drainage, 
and a preventive program before the agricultural improvements permit- 
ting settlement can be developed. The comprehensive research on soil, 
water, and other factors that determine the suitability of regions for 
settlement has not been carried out inmost parts of the "empty" areas, 
which incidentally are not uninhabited, but utilized less intensively 
by the more primitive people. The individual Annamite, or even ‘the 
Annamite village, does not have the capital to do the necessary pre- 
paratory work, break the ground for crops, and subsist during the 
season or seasons in which there is no product. Even if government 
enterprises prepared the areas and subsistence grants were made, the 
traditional rice culture of the deltas gives the peasant little basis 
of knowledge or experience for non-delta agriculture. Taking all these 
factors into consideration, it is not surprising that the Annamites 
still believe that the forest and mountain regions are inhabited by 
evil spirits. 


Movement from the delta of the Red River and the smaller deltas 
of Annam to the expanding rice areas of the Mekong delta has continued 
to occur, but the numbers involved are small. Agricultural conditions 
in the two areas are quite different. Probably a more important bar- 
rier is the fact that the Annamite must leave his village community, 
the abode of his family, his friends, and the spirits of his ancestors, 
and settle in an area where even the language differs from his own. 
There are also local barriers against the assimilation of migrants. 
The people of Cochin China wish toreserve the unoccupied areas to care 
for their own natural increase during the next generation or so, and 





large landowners fear the individualism and the cohesiveness of big 
Annamite village communities. The result of this concentration of 
factors is that a westward expansion of the Annamite peasants of Co- 
chin China itself provided the labor supply and ultimately the tenants 
and small farmers of the great rice plantations of western Cochin China. 
. Here, aselsewhere, superior economic opportunities through migration 
were available primarily to the more prosperous peasant group, not to 
those whose level of living was lowest. 


The official statistics on contract labor migration between the 
various countries of French Indo-China and to the French Establish- 
ments of the Pacific indicate the smallness of the migratory currents. 
In 1936, ayear of relatively heavy movement, 9 thousand workers from 
Tonkin and Annam went under contract to Cochin China and Cambodia, 
while 3.4 thousand were repatriated. Net migration from Tonkin alone, 
with its base population of over nine million and its natural increase 
of from 90 to 100 thousand per year, amounted to only 5,390. Less 
than four hundred Tonkinese workers were recruited for the French Es- 
tablishments in the Pacific, and over three hundred were. repatriated 
from that area. 


Increasing demographic imbalance, continued dependence on rice 
culture, adeepening poverty in the densely settled areas of the east 
and north, and appallingly high mortality have been interrelated as- 
pects of the partial absorption of French Indo-China into the politi- 
cal and economic systemof the West. Both material standards and cul- 
tural values have changed. Tenancy, indebtedness, and the fragmenta- 
tion of holdings have increased in Tonkin and Annam, but the levels 
of living appear to have risen for large groups in the Mekong delta. 
At least a minimum knowledge of and desire for European goods and 
services have permeated all areas. The prestige of the old Annamite 
and Cambodian dignitaries is reported to be decreasing. Cities re- 
main fewand industrial employment limited, butincreasing proportions 
of Annamite and Cambodian youth have experienced urban life and wage 
employment and have returned to their homes toconstitute centers for 
the diffusion of knowledge of the new ways of life. Some 431 thousand 
native youth, 57 thousand of whom were girls, were attending school in 
1937. The attendance of Annamites in the secondary and technical 
schools and the universities reached the point where the possibility 
of the development of a class of unemployed intelligentsia was being 
discussed. Changes were inprocess, but inthe meantime there were in- 
creasing numbers of maturing youth for whom there were few opportuni- 
ties either inindustrial employment or in agricultural colonization. 


It appears probable that the direct effects of the period of Jap- 
anese control and occupation will be minimal, unless the rice crops 
fail. The rice-exporting area of the Mekong delta has suffered drastic 
curtailment of its markets, but there should be little problem of sub- 
sistence for the masses of the people. The subsistence rice economies 
of the deltas of Tonkin and Annam may be affected only slightly. There 
has been some population displacement, especially of Annamites and 
Cambodians in the 65 thousand square miles of territory seized by Thai- 
land, and of the Chinese in the cities of Cochin China and Cambodia. 
The Japanese government announced a grandiose plan to move a million 
persons from the Red River delta to the Mekong delta, but actual mi- 
grations continued to be inconsequential. The direct demographic costs 





of reconquest are likely to be small and localized. Hence there ap- 
pears little chance that the economic-demographic problems of French 
Indo-China will be altered substantially by the war. 


The only rational economic and demographic policy for the French 
Indo-China of the postwar period would appear to be industrialization. 
The natural resources for both heavy and light industry are present, 
but there are deficiencies in capital, technical and managerial per- 
sonnel, and experienced labor. More effective agricultural education, 
the introduction of new varieties of rice, and increased fertilization 
could increase unit yields of rice far beyond the present level, which 
is the lowest of any of the major rice-producing areas of Asia. Ade- 
quately planned and financed colonization projects could result inan 
expansion of the cultivated area. Such agricultural developments ori- 
ented toward more diversified production for regional consumption with- 
in an expanding industrial economy might offer possibilities for in- 
creasing levels of living. If oriented toward the increased produc- 
tion of the great export crops of rice and rubber, they might contrib-— 
ute primarily toward the development of amore efficient buteven more 
unstable dual economy. The history of other colonial areas indicates 
that the achievement of these agricultural improvements alone, however 
oriented, would be accompanied by a rapid decline of the death rate 
and a further rise in the rate of natural increase. A comprehensive 
agrarian program might be only arace between demographic and econom- 
ic expansion. 


The Red River delta of Tonkin presents inminiature the almost in- 
superable economic difficulties involved in the achievement of ade- 
quate nutrition and a reasonable expectation of life for a people if 


the entire demographic transition from high mortality and high fertil- 
ity to low mortality and low fertility must occur in an area with an 
already redundant population. The creation of an expanding agricul- 
tural-industrial economy that eventually would provide amilieu favor- . 
able to declining fertility and the achievement of population stabil- 
ity would be much simpler inthe more prosperous and less densely set- 
tled Mekong delta. 


In Frerfch Indo-China the density of settlement inthe deltas is a 
function of the antiquity of astable rice culture. If this is gener- 
ally true, itisonlyamatter of time until the Mekong delta of French 
Indo-China itself, the Irrawaddy delta of Burma, and the Menam delta 
of Thailand reach the density of population now characteristic of the 
delta of the Red River. These three deltas now constitute the world's 
most important areas of commercial rice production for the export trade. 
If rates of population increase remain unchecked, these regions must 
ultimately become rice deficit areas. The increasing imbalance be- 
tween people and resources created by the dual economies of South- 
eastern Asia must eventually undermine those economies.

JAPAN: Global warfare and the prospect of a world 
A PHYSICAL, CULTURAL in which the importance of physical dis- 
AND REGIONAL GEOGRAPHY tance isdiminished have made knowledge of 
the social andeconomic life inall regions 
an essential basis of national planning, whether for peace orfor war. 
This necessary intellectual preparation for the world of the future 
implies not only more specialized analyses of specific social and eco- 
nomic factors, but also studies of the interrelationships of these 
factors as they affect the lives of people. Any comprehensive attempt 
to adapt the cultural approach of the ethnologist to the study of 
modern nations has important implications for social science research. 
The culture of primitive groups, with their limited numbers and rel- 
ative homogeneity, can be studied by individual students, but the 
functional analysis of a complex modern culture, whether of West or 
East, must be the cooperative task of many men over long periods of 
time. It may even require subordinating the present emphasis on aca- 
demic training and research inaparticular subject-matter discipline 
toabroader training and research in both a subject-matter field and 
in an area. 


That these speculations as to the future of social science research 
are not entirely theoretical is indicated both by the plans for area 
specialization now being made inmany universities and by the increas- 
ing difficulty of classifying regional research studies neatly within 
the pigeon-holes of academic disciplines. The most important single 
study of the demography of Southeastern Asia is probably Pierre Gou- 
rou's Les Paysans du Delta Tonkinois, but it was regarded by its au- 
thor as a study in human geography, not demography. Charles Roube- 
quain's Economic Development of French Indo-China would be classified 
as economics, but the analysis of European economic penetration neces- 
sitated consideration of the numbers, distribution, and cultures of 
the native peoples, the demographic instability of the European group, 
the cultural barriers to migration, and the economic causes and con- 
sequences of the imbalance in the relationship of the peasants to the 
land they tilled. The classic study by Wickizer and Bennett, The Rice 
Economy of Monsoon Asia, is aneconomic study made by economists, but 
underlying all the detailed consideration of marketing, milling, ex- 
port trade and markets, price factors and consumption statistics is 
the all-important question of the relationship between the rate of pop- 
ulation increase and the past and potential rate of expansion in rice 
acreage and rice production. Regional studies per se, such as Andrew 
J. Grajdanzev's Modern Korea, Virginia Thompson's French Indo-China, 
or Sir George Sansom's Japan, A Short Cultural History, emphasize one 
aspect or another of the culture of the areas with which they deal, 
but all, especially inMonsoon Asia, have toconsider demographic fac- 























tors. The definitely demographic study, on the other hand, is forced 
far beyond the frontiers of formal demography if any interpretations 
or projections of demographic trends are attempted. Bruno Lasker's 
Asia on the Move has.asits subtitle "Population pressure, migration, 
and resettlement inEastern Asia under the influence of want and war," 
and the standard modern study of the Japanese population problem is 
Ryoichi Ishii's Population Pressure and Economic Life in Japan. 








Japan, A Physical, Cultural and Regional Geography, by Professor 
Glenn T. Trewartha of the Department of Geography of the University 
of Wisconsin, isa study that crosses the frontiers of many disciplines. 
It is a geographical study because it emphasizes the physical aspects 
of the Japanese scéne and the areal distribution of resources, settle- 
ment patterns, economic activities, and cultural traits, but it is 
also a study of the demography and the economy of Japan in their re- 
lationships to each other and to the physical equipment and resources 
available for human utilization. The research importance of Japan to 
Trewartha as a geographer lies in essentially the same factors that 
‘make it of such pre-eminent significance to demographers: the rela- 
tionships and the processes of change that have occurred asJapan be- 
came the one great industrial economy and independent political power 
in Monsoon Asia. The study itself is characterized by adegree of ob- 
jectivity and impartiality that could have been achieved only by long 
study and intimate knowledge of the Japanese scene. There is little 
in the way of personal evaluation, except in the introduction where 
the tragedy of recent Japanese history for the Japanese people them- 
selves is noted. 








It is difficult, if not impossible, to summarize Trewartha's mas- 
sive study; it is a detailed factual description and analysis of the 
earth structure and the land forms of Japan, the agricultural and in- 
dustrial adjustments to and modifications of those forms, the charac- 
teristics of population growth and settlement as the old feudal pat-— 
terns of the Tokugawa period maintained themselves or gave way to the 
new fagade of Westernism--and the variegated interplay of these fac- 
tors inthe regional subdivisions of Japan. Although the treatment is 
encyclopaedic, resting on personal study of the land forms and the 
people of Japan and painstaking coverage of the work of other students, 
Japanese and Western, years of study have been devoted to assimilating 
the multitudinous facts and weaving them intoarelated whole for each 
subregion and for the entire country. 


The study is divided into three major sections. Part I, "The 
country as a whole: physical equipment," is an inventory of the phy- 
Sical setting within which Japanese culture has evolved. It covers 
geological structure, surface configuration, climate, natural vege- 
tation and soils, and the resources and production of economic min- 
erals. Part II, "The country as a whole: cultural features," de- 
scribes the present incongruous culture produced by the imposition 
of elements of an Occidental machine civilization on a feudal Orien- 
tal base. Separate chapters are devoted to population and culture, 
settlements and houses, agriculture and fishing, manufacturing, and 
communications and trade. Part III, "The regional subdivisions of 
Japan," is in many ways the most. valuable to specialists in other 
disciplines studying Japan, since here Trewartha asa geographer gives 
the detailed picture of the physical, economic, and settlement char- 





acteristics of the many small isolated units whose individuality makes 
detailed analysis of regional distributions in Japan sodifficult for 
the non-Japanese student. 


It is obvious that any specialist onaparticular aspect of Jap- 
anese culture could point out minor inaccuracies of fact or interpre- 
tation in Trewartha's utilization of the data in his particular sub- 
ject-matter field, but these are minor defects in comparison to the 
achievement of an interrelated picture of the physical, economic, and 
demographic characteristics of Japan and its major regions. 


ITALIAN DEMOGRAPHIC The statistical blackout that once cov- 
PUBLICATIONS, 1939-1943 ered allEurope except the British Isles, 
the Iberian Peninsula, Switzerland, and 
Sweden is gradually lifting. The official statistical publications 
of enemy and formerly occupied countries are becoming more available 
to scholars, as are the research and propagandistic studies that ap- 
peared in book form or in the learned journals as they existed under 
Nazi censorship. The Revue de l'Institut International de Statistique 
continued to be issued in the Hague throughout the period of the Ger- 
man occupation, and its statistical bibliography gives clues as to 
tendencies inresearch and publications, even when the original stud- 
ies are not yet available in this country. 





Only limited analysis of the demographic consequences of the war 
is possible. from official statistical materials, since no nation in 
Europe could pursue withitscitizens the policy of statistical frank- 
ness that the United States adopted. The government of Occupied Neth- 
erlands has published current population estimates for cities and prov- 
inces, but evacuees or persons forcibly moved for one reason or anoth- 
er were not recorded as migrants. The Bulletin de la Statistique 
Générale de la France has reported numbers of births and deaths, but 
there was no adequate population base, not evenforFrance as a whole. 
Germany has published vital statistics, but they became increasingly 
incomplete after the Stalingrad defeat reversed the hitherto victor- 
ious and relatively bloodless course of the war. Rates continued to 
be based on the 1939 census population, adjusted in some cases for 
the difference between births and civilian non-war deaths. The num- 
ber of deaths that formed the numerator for the computation of the 
death rate excluded military deaths, civilian deaths due directly or 
indirectly towar, deaths of persons inthe labor services, and deaths 
of aliens and Jews. The denominator for the computation of the death 
rate was the total 1939 census population, including armed forces, the 
labor services, and Jews. Even inadequate demographic statistics 
such as these disappeared when the military or economic situation of 
@ country became really serious. There are only fragmentary bits of 
questionable information on the area that for five tragic years con- 
stituted the Government General of Poland. Thus any analysis of the 
demographic costs of war based on currently collected statistics, 
whatever their limitations, would be so biased as to present a com- 
‘pletely erroneous picture. A definitive study can come only when the 
detailed data of the postwar censuses become available. However, the 
demographic costs of war that are measured by the differences between 








a& prewar and a postwar census are the net or residual effect of com- 
plicated series of changes, and for the statistical analysis of these 
intermediate changes the publications of the war period itself are in- 
dispensable. 


The Library of Congress has representatives inEurope whose func- 
tion is not only to fill the lacunae in regular foreign accessions 
occasioned by the war but also to secure for permanent deposit in this 
country those written records that constitute the source materials for 
the history of the war. The most comprehensive materials yet secured 
are those forItaly. Recent consignments included practically all the 
demographic publications of the Italian government during the period 
between the fall of France and the invasionofItaly. These, taken in 
conjunction with secondary bibliographical information on the contents 
of social science periodicals, permit an initial but quite tentative 
assessment of the effect of the war on the Italian population and on 
Italian demographic research up to the outbreak of hostilities inItaly 
itself. Citations to both the official and the non-official litera- 
ture are included inthe bibliography of this issue of Population In- 
dex. The numbers in parenthesis in the sections that follow refer to 
citation numbers. 


The Bollettino Mensile di Statistica of the Istituto Centrale di 
Statistica, available through August, 1943, permits the computation 
of rates of fertility, mortality, in-migration, and out-migration for 
provinces and individual communes of 50 thousand or more population 
through the first quarter of 1943 (Title 664). The broad pattern of 
demographic change and the regional and urban-rural differentials 
prior to the final quarter of 1942 have already beendescribed. ("Pres- 





ent and postwar population problems of Italy," Population Index 9(3): 
146-153.) The demographic situation had not changed significantly 
by the end of the first quarter of 1943, since this too was prior to 
any serious involvement of Italy itself in actual warfare. 





Notiziario Demografico, available through April, 1943, presents 
brief tabular and descriptive data on vital rates (Titles 667, 668, 
670), marriages (Title 813), fertility (Title 796), mortality (Titles 
731, 733), stillbirths and infant mortality (Titles 770, 771), and 
migration (Title 886), although materials become increasingly inade- 
quate through 1941 and 1942. The Annuario Statistico Italiano was 
published for 1943 (Title 661), and the Compendio Statistico Italia- 
no for 1942 (Title 665), but the last vital rates for individual com- 
munes are those for 1941 (Title 669), and the last detailed mortality 
statistics pertain to 1940 (Title 785). 











The publications received do not indicate that Italian demogra- 
phers were engaged inany fundamental analysis of their own population 
statistics for the war period, although this may be due merely to the 
selection of materials. The traditional Italian demographic research 
appears in the fourth and fifth volumes of the proceedings of the So- 
ciet& Italiana di Demografia e Statistica, published respectively in 
1940 and1941, andinthe "Studi diDemografiaedi Statistica Sociale," 
published in 1940 as Vol. VI of Series VII of the Annali di Statis- 
tica, but the contents of these wartime publications represent prewar 
research ;(Titles 544-546). General studies and texts continued to 
appear (Titles 556, 594), and the "first" twenty years of the Fascist 





era were duly celebrated with demographic resumes (Title 671). There 
was also some of that escape to the relatively safe field of compi- 
lations of prewar statistics that apparently constituted the adjust- 
a of French demographers to the German occupation (Titles 673, 708, 
967). 


The influence of the war was reflected directly in the expansion- 
ist literature and the continuing studies of colonization, migration, 
and population policy. Each annexation was followed by demographic 
resumes, but the only data utilized were the prewar censuses and vital 
statistics (Titles 693, 694). Interest in areas regarded as potential 
conquests was high (Titles 678, 698, 699, 707, 942). The ideological 
basis of colonial expansion continued to be a respectable subject 
(Titles 534, 536), and migration to Libya remained a matter of con- 
cern up to the final loss of the colony (Titles 831, 852, 916, 917). 
The international migration ofItalians and Italians abroad continued 
to be a subject for statistical analysis and the expression of Ir- 
redentist sentiments (Titles 853, 854, 875). Internal migration and 
planned resettlement received less attention than during the prewar 
period (Titles 713, 885). 


Legislation favoring large families and opposing urbanization 
was passed throughout the war period (Titles 1052, 1053). A special 
volume of the Annali di Statistica, published in 1943, was devoted to 
studies of the demographic policy of the Fascist government, 1932- 
1939 (Title 1051). Propagandistic literature utilizing demographic 
statistics or arguments proliferated throughout the war period (Title 
535), and racial publications of the German type were common (Titles 





997, 1020, 1043). 


The demographic pattern of the war period described in the offi- 
cial statistics of the Fascist government is that which existed prior 
to the invasion of Sicily and hence cannot be used as even a rough 
measure of the demographic costs of the war to Italy. The demogra- 
phic studies and reports are the final contributions of one of the 
most prolific schools of demography ever developed in any nation, a 
school in-which valid and highly competent analyses were almost in- 
extricably interwoven with political ideology and even opportunism. 
The close connection between government, official population ideology, 
and population research makes the future of demographic research in 
Italy highly conjectural. Perhaps the literature cited here is part 
of a continuing development; perhaps it will perish with the Fascism 
that stimulated its growth.

Three introductory chapters define 
the differential character of the pres- 
ent Jewish refugee movement, trace the 
history of Jewish refugees during and 
after World War I, and outline the magni- 
tude and characteristics of the present 
Jewish refugee problem. Detailed con- 
sideration is then given to conditions 
in countries of refuge and settlement: 
Palestine, the United States, France, 
Great Britain, theU.S.S.R., Switzerland, 
and minor countries. A resume of "the 
refugee in figures" then precedes a 
broader analysis of fundamental problems 
in the life of refugees, intergovernment— 
al aid to refugees, and the Jewish pri- 
vate organizations. No single solution 
is suggested; rather repatriation, per- 
manent residence in the country of refuge, 
emigration with individual infiltration, 
emigration with group colonization, and 
the development of Palestine are "solu- 
tions" which are not mutually exclusive. 
The creation of an international agency 
with Jewish representation is suggested. 

Four of the five appendixes reproduce 
memoranda submitted to international 
conferences or committees. 

There is a classified bibliography of 
880 titles, and the study itself is 
copiously documented.
